Based oi-international Sunday School Lessons 
Subject— Courage for Christian Livin, 
Pritet Scripture II Timothy 1:3-14. 
INTRODUCTION: 

Courage for Christian living can be drawn from the Second 
Epistle to Timothy because it is there, having flowed through 
Paul's pen from his own dauntless soul into the letter's immortal 
words, So far as is known, these were Paul's last written words, 
in his last letter to his beloved "Child in the Faith," and, by in- 
spiration of the Holy Spirit, his last letter to all succeeding gen- 
erations of Christians. Paul makes his appeal to Timothy to be 
strong and courageous as a true minister of Jesus Christ. 

Paul encountered severe physical torture in the 
dungeon. In fact such torture can only be imagined, howeve 
in his letter, he voiced no complaint, much less gave any descrip- 
tion of it. He was old and sick as he lay in that cell, but his 
courage never failed him. To be brave in health and comfort. 
is one thing; to be that when sick and miserable is something else. 
Paul knew though that he must endure. 

Paul wrote this last letter to his intimate friend and beloved 
son in the faith, when the cloud of death was hovering over him. 
This was partly done to urge Timothy to visit him in his dungeon, 
leaving, on the journey if possible before winter and bringing 
with him some warm colthing, books and parchments of his that 
were left at Troas. The main purpose however, was to help 
Timothy .to be strong, true, and courageous as a minister of 
Christeunder the tests that he must face as pastor of the church 
at Ephesus, or anywhere else in his Christian career, 

Today's lesson should encourage all Christian believers to be 
ever strong in their faith in spite of trials and tribulations that 
might beset them. That all might be approved of God and a 
good workman with no cause to be ashamed of the work he turns 
out; and a good minister, distributing that well-balanced truth 
to his people.

An, initial supply of 13,000 
posters has been distributed for 
display in Red Cross field of- 
fices, on military post bulletin 
boards, and at Red Cross chap- 
ters.

"Assistance glven to you or 
your family is provided for by 
voluntary contributions from 
the American people, Red Cross 
services and supplies for mém- 
bers of the armed forces are not 
sold.

plies, please report the facts to

Payment for Red Cross ser- 
vice was received only during 
World War II when military au- 
thorities insisted that the or- 
ganization charge for overnight 
lodging and meals at its over- 
seas clubs which were not in 
combat areas. No such charges 
were made in Korea. 

Despite this fact, the Red 
Cross said, false stories about 
the sale of everything from} 
cigarettes to blood have been 
circulated in Korea, The new

Mangoes Prove To Be High Yielding The Glades Is Major Production Center In Florida 
Glades Crop For Many Homes 2 z 


By H. L. SPEER, Ass't County Agent 

Several years ago the Erick- 
šon brothers, Floyd and Bill of 
Canal Point while spraying pep- 
pers with the then “new pro- 
duct” Dithane-Zinc, sprayed the 
lower limbs of a mango tree as 
high up as the spray would 
reach and a few days later were 
pleasantly surprised to see a 
fine crop of little mangoes set. 

Being good farmers and close 
observers they soon noticed 
that the little mangoes were be- 
coming scabby and falling off 
so they made a note to remind 
them to spray the mango trees 
early and repeat often the fol- 
lowing year. Since then they 
have been growing a crop of 
mangoes regularly each year 
and have set out several trees 
each of Hayden, Zill; Brooks, 
Springfels, Simmonds, Carey, 


Kent and Lippens, all of which 
are now bearing a full crop of 
fruit each year. 

At Belle Glade where even 
a single mango on a tree was a 
rarity, spraying with Dithane- 
Zinc was tried by Fritz Stein, R.

To have an overnite lawn, solid strips of sod to cover the 
entire area must be used. A light coverage of sand to fill air 
pockets, should be watered down to insure getting sand into all 
pockets. Fertilizer suitable to the soil should also be washed in 
to keep from burning blades and roots, and water should be given 
the grass at least once a week, and in the early morning. This 
watering feeds the plant, helps control fungi and chinch bugs. 
^ — The soil should be tested within 15 days to determine the 
exact minerals required for that particular soil.
